Since 1966 the ROTHSCHILDS have been our 
principal source of "personality" information about 
those with whom they were associated at Cambridge in 
the 1930s and subsequently. Because of their position 
and contacts they have also been able to facilitate 
arrangements for us to interview some of these people,, 
They are eminently suited for this role as both were 
members of this office in the period 1940-45/H6 and 
they are familiar with "“intelligence"”™ and qualified 
to appreciate the significance of incidents which 
are, prima facie, of intelligence interest. One 
consequence of this liaison, however, is that they 
are in some measure privy to our interests and, 
indeed, our intentions. 


ae In the context of research into cases of possible 
connection with the "Ring of Five" I have had a close 
look at the ROTHSCHILD's record. There are certain 
features of the case which suggest that Tess 
ROTHSCHILD in particular has not been entirely frank 
with us. This may be relevant in our future dealings 
with the ROTHSCHILDS. 


Die Victor ROTHSCHILD was a close friend of 

Guy BURGESS and his circle, including Anthony BLUNT, 
at Cambridge University and subsequently. Fora 
short time BLUNT shared the maisonette at 5 Bentinck 
Street which ROTHSCHILD and his first wife occupied 
prior to 190. 


i, BURGESS defected in 1951. That event - the 
significance of which must have been appreciated by |

If Lord 
Rothschild's real name were to become known from his passport 
to officials or private persons in foreign countries, there 
could be no assurance that information about his whereabouts 
would not leak to those who were conspiring against him. The 
consequences of such a leakage could be very serious for Lord 
Rothschild. 


4, The visks which Lord Rothschild would run if he used only 
an alias but carried a passport in his real name would be far 
greater than other celebrities would run who are merely trying 
to avoid publicity. His use of a name different from the name 
on his passport might also get him into difficulties with the 
authorities in other countreis. We conclude that his security 
acainst attempts at assassination or kidnapping would be 
improved by the issue of e passport in a false name, and that 
he would get far less protection from using an alias, while 
carrying a passport in his real name.

Mrs. Solomon wanted to see me/to say that Dudley Danby's 
behaviour towards her made her suspicious. I deliberately did not 
probe deeply as to what sort of suspicion she had but, for obvious 
reasons, they were concerned with the possibility of Danby engaging 
in intelligence activities.
